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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF 
KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 

Preamble 

We, the members of Missionary Baptist Churches in the County of Cleveland, 
State of North Carolina, and territory adjacent thereto, do hereby propose to establish 
and maintain the principles and rules of order of a district Association in conformity 
to the following plan: 


Article I Name 

The name of this body shall be the “Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 


Article II Purpose 

It shall be the purpose of the Association to cooperate with the State and South¬ 
ern Baptist Convention in the promotion of Christian Missions at home and abroad, 
and in any other related objects such as evangelism, Christian education, benevolent 
enterprises, and social services which it may deem proper and advisable for the 

furtherance of the Kingdom ol God. 


Article III Membership 

Section 1: The Association shall be composed of cooperating Baptist Churches in the 
area of the Association. 

Section 2: Churches desiring membership in the Association shall apply to the member¬ 
ship committee and if recommended by this committee and accepted by the Associa¬ 
tion shall agree to come under the watch care of the Association for a period of one 
year. At the end of one year, upon recommendation of the committee, membership 
within the Association of such Churches shall be determined by vote of the Associa¬ 
tion. During this period such churches shall be entitled to all rights and privileges ot 
the Association except that their members shall not hold ottice nor vote. 
Section 3: The Association shall be sole judge of its membership and may receive 
churches, or reject churches, according to its Constitution and By Laws. Member 
churches’ may also withdraw as they desire, and, if requested, the General Board 
may grant letters of recommendation to other like Associations. 

Article IV Meetings 

Section 1: The Association shall meet annually on Tuesday evening and Wednesday 
after the third Sunday in October and continue until the business ot the Association 

is disposed of. , 

Section 2: Special Meetings may be called by the Moderator or General Board pro¬ 
vided two weeks notice is given to the member churches. 

Section 3' Each church shall elect annually, in addition to the pastor, two messeng- 
ers to the meetings of the Association for each 50 members of the church, provided 
each church shall have not less than three nor more than ten messengers. These 
shall constitute the voting body of the Association. The names of messengers 
printed in the minutes shall include only those attending and registering at the 

Associational meeting. 


Article V Authority 

Each church in this Association is independent and sovereign in its own aftairs, 
and the Association has no authority over the Churches except as provided in this 
constitution in Article III, Sections 2 and 3. 


Section 1: The 
Clerk-Treasurer, 


Article VI Officers and Their Election 

officers of the Association shall be Moderator, Vice Moderator, 
Auditor, Historian, Music Director, Organist, Sunday School 
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Superintendent, Training Union Director, Woman’s Missionary Union President, 
Brotherhood Director, and Chairman of Library Council. 

Section 2: The officers shall be elected on the last day of the annual meeting for a 
term of one year each. The nominees shall be contacted and nominated by the 
Committee on Nominations (By-Laws IV, Section 6) except the Moderator, Vice 
Moderator, and Clerk-Treasurer who shall be nominated from the floor. Committee 
nominations shall not preclude nominations from the floor. 

Section 3: All officers shall complete their work as soon as practicable after the 
closing of the annual session. The newly elected officers shall assume, at the close of 
the annual session, all duties incumbent upon said officers relating to the work of the 
ensuing associational year. 

Section 4: Any person having served two terms as Moderator shall be ineligible for 
re-election. 


Article Vll Trustees and Their Election 

There shall be three trustees of the Association, one preferably a lawyer, serving 
terms ol three years each on a rotating basis. On nomination by the Committee on 
Nominations, one new trustee shall be elected at the annual meeting, no trustee being 
eligible to succeed-himself until after the lapse of one year. The expiration date of 
each trustee’s term of office shall appear by his name in the Association Minutes. 

Article VI11 The General Board 

The General Board shall be composed of all Association Officers (Article VI, Section 
1) the Associational Superintendent of Missions (ex-efficio with-out voting pri- 
viledges), each active pastor, two other members chosen by each member church 
trom its membership and certified to the Association in its annual report, and 
chairmen of all standing committees of the Association. The General Board shall have 
the authority to act for the Association between sessions, except as limited by this 
constitution. It shall be the duty of the General Board to meet quarterly and to 
make reports and recommendations to the Association in its annual meeting. The 
quarterly meetings will be in October, January, April and July; on Monday after the 
third Sunday at 10 o’clock. 

Article IX Committees 

Section 1: The Association shall have the following standing committees, with their 
terms ot office being trom the close of the annual meeting through the following 
annual meeting. 

A. lo be nominated by the Committee on Committees and elected by the 
Association at the annual meeting. 

(1) Order of Business Committee (By-Law IV, Section 1) 

(2) Executive Committee (By-Law IV, Section 2) 

(3) Evangelism Committee (By-Law IV, Section 3) 

(4) Finance Committee (By-Law IV, Section 4) 

(5) Ordination Committee (By-Law IV, Section 5) 

(6) Nominations Committee (By-Law IV, Section 6) 

(7) Constitution Committee (By-Law IV, Section 7) 

(8) Membership Committee (By-Law IV, Section 8) 

(9) Calendar Committee (By-Law IV Section 9) 

(10) Resolution Committee (By-Law IV, Section 10) 

(11) Historical Committee (By-Law IV, Section 11) 

(12) Seminary Extension Committee (By-Law IV, Section 12) 

(13) Christian Life Committee (By-Law IV, Section 13) 

(14) Any other committee authorized by the Association. 
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B. To be appointed by the Moderator at the annual meeting. Committee 
on Committees, (By-Law IV, Section 14) 

Section 2: The following committees shall be appointed by the Moderator at least 
thirty days prior to the annual meeting to serve during the annual meeting: 

(1) Place and Preacher Committee, (By-Law IV, Section 15) 

(2) Enrollment Committee (By-Law IV, Section 16) 

Article X Amendments 

Amendments to this constitution may be made at any annual session ot the 
Association upon an affirmative vote ot two-thirds ot the voting members present. 
Proposed changes must be presented to the Association in the first session and voted 
upon by a standing vote of the Association in the last session. It is recommended 
that all proposed changes first be submitted to the Constitution Committee. 

BY-LAWS 

By-Law 1 PARLIAMENTARY RULES 

Robert’s Rules of Order shall be followed as the Association’s rules for conduct¬ 
ing its deliberative assemblies, except as the Association prescribes otherwise. 

By-Law 2 ASSOCIATIONAL YEAR 

The Associational year shall begin October 1 and close September 30th. 

By-Law 3 DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

Section 1: The Moderator shall preside over the meeting of the body according 
to the Constitution and By-Laws, appoint Committee on Committees, Committee 
on Place and Preachers, and Committee on Enrollment. He shall be Chairman ol the 
General Board and be an Ex-officio (without voting privileges) member of all 
other committees. 

Section 2: The Vice-Moderator shall preside in the absence, or at the pleasure, 
of the Moderator, and shall be Vice-Chairman of the General Board. 

Section 3: The Clerk-Treasurer shall send annual report forms to the member 
churches at least a month before the Association’s annual meeting, distribute 
at the annual meeting mimeographed copies of the digest of these reports, make an 
accurate record of the proceedings of the Association, supervise the printing and 
distributing of minutes to the member churches, keep on file copies of minutes, 
records and other documents of the Association, and shall also serve as Secretary 
of the General Board. He shall inform all persons elected to office or appointed 
to serve on committees of such action. He shall receive and bank all funds of the 
Association in the name of the Association; disburse the same upon instructions 
from the Association, its General Board, or as designated in the Budget (no money 
is to be disbursed which is not included in the budget except upon recommendation 
of the Finance Committee to the General Board or the Association in annual 
session); render an accurate report of receipts and disbursements and distribute 
same at the annual meeting and give a report at each quarterly General Board 
Meeting; and keep books available and up-to-date for examination. 

Section 4: The Auditor shall, at the close of the Association year, make an audit 
of the Treasurer’s records and report to the Association in session. 

Section 5: The Historian shall collect and preserve historical data on the 
Association and its Churches, and shall make a written report to each annual 

meeting of the Association. 

Section 6: Vacancies occurring between annual sessions shall be filled by the 
General Board except the office of Moderator, in which case the Vice-Moderator 
shall automatically become Moderator. 

By-Law IV DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 

Section 1: The Order of Business Committee shall be composed of three members, 
and the Moderator, Clerk and Associational Music Director. It shall prepare a 
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printed program for the annual meeting of the Association which shall be sent 
to all persons on the program and to all pastors at least thirty days before the. 
annual meeting. It shall, in the Opening days before the annual meeting of the 
Association, present the printed programs for adoption and serve through the 
sessions when adjustments in the order of business become necessary. 

Section 2: THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

(1) shall be composed of the Associational officers listed in (Article VI, 
Section 1) of the Constitution along with the chairmen of the Evangelism and 
Finance Committees. It shall work with Associational Superintendent of 
Missions in promoting the work in the Association, and lead and assist in 
determining need for, beginning new mission stations, and organizing new 
Churches. 

(2) If such advice is sought it shall advise any group seeking, to organize a 
new church. It shall also seek to help any member church desiring assistance 
with its problems. 

(3) When without a Superintendent of Missions, this Committee shall seek out 
and recommend to the Association, or its General Board, for election, a new 
Superintendent of Missions according to By-Law VI, Section 1. 

(4) It shall administer all matters referred to it by the Association or General 
Board and act on routine or emergency matters between meetings of the 
General Board. It shall initiate and recommend matters concerning business 
management, approve employment of all office personnel, deal with problems 
relating to personnel, and maintain adequate equipment for the office. It shall 
meet regularly, not less than quarterly, but a quorum of seven shall be 
necessary to transact business. 

Section 3: The EVANGELISM COMMITTEE, composed of 6 members, shall 
promote the work of evangelism in the Association in cooperation with the 
State Department of Evangelism. All plans and programs to be subject to the 
approval of the Association or its General Board. 

Section 4: The FINANCE COMMITTEE, composed of three members, including 
the Treasurer shall study the Association’s financial needs for an adequate pro¬ 
gram, present a budget to the Association for the following year, devise plans for 
securing the cooperation of the churches in raising funds to meet the budget, and 
make a written report to the annual meeting. 

Section 5: The ORDINATION COMMITTEE, composed of 3 members with the 
pastor of the candidate, shall, when requested by a member church, assist with the 
examination and ordination of a candidate for the Gospel Ministry. 

Section 6: The NOMINATING COMMITTEE, composed of 6 members shall con¬ 
tact before and nominate on the last day of the annual meeting of the Association 
the officers of the Association according to Articles VI and VII of the Constitu¬ 
tion. This committee shall also, in cooperation with the nominating committee of 
the various departments of work, recommend workers in these various depart¬ 
ments (Articles VI, Section 1). It shall also nominate Associational representatives 
for the various institutions and agencies of our convention. This committee shall 
also assist the General Board in filling vacanices which occur between annual 
meetings of the Association. This Committee’s nominations shall not preclude 
other nominations from the floor. 

Section 1 : The CONSTITUTION COMMITTEE, composed of 3 members, shall 
be available to study any changes or revisions in the Constitution, and to make 
recommendations as needed. 

Section 8: The MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE, composed of 3 members, shall 
perform the duties as set forth in the Constitution and By-Laws (Article III, 
Section 2). 
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Section 9: The CALENDAR COMMITTEE, shall be composed of the following 
Associations! officers: Sunday School Superintendent, Training Union Director, 
Woman’s Missionary Union President, Brotherhood Director, Music Director, and 
the Vice-Moderator as chairman. This Committee shall work out as soon as 
possible each year an Associational Calendar for the coming year and present 
same to the General Board for adoption. 

Section 10: The RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE, composed of 3 members, shall 
draw' up and present to the Association resolutions of appreciation and any other 
resolutions it or the Association may deem wise. 

Section 11: The HISTORICAL COMMITTEE, shall be composed of the Historian 
as Chairman and 6 other members. It shall be the duty of the Historical Committee 
to collect, compile and preserve all materials of interest to the Association and 
member churches. It shall make its report at the annual Associational Meeting. 
Section 12: The SEMINARY EXTENSION COMMITTEE, composed of 3 members 
shall plan and profide for such Seminary Extnesion classes as may be desired. 
Section 13: The CHRISTIAN LIFE COMMITTEE, composed of 6 members, 
shall plan and provide for such Seminary Extension classes as may be desired, 
civic righteousness and social uplift. 

Section 14: The COMMITTEE ON COMMITTEES, composed of 5 members, 
shall perform the duties as set forth in the Constitution (Article IX, Section 1), 
and shall assist the General Board in filling vacancies on all other standing 
committees occuring between sessions. This committee shall also name the chair¬ 
man of each committee. 

Section 15: The PLACE AND PREACHER COMMITTEE, composed of 3 members, 
shall receive or solicit invitations for the place or places of meetings for the next 
annual meeting of the Association, and shall recommend place or places. It shall 
also recommend the Preacher and alternate for the annual sermon or sermons. 
Section 16: The ENROLLMENT COMMITTEE, shall prepare for and direct the 
enrollment of the messengers at all of the sessions. 

Section 17: Members of all these committees, except those appointed by the 
Moderator, shall be elected to serve for not more than three years on a rotating 
basis. 

By-Law V TRUSTEES 

The duty of the trustees shall be to hold in trust any property, money, endow¬ 
ment, or other securities of said Association, and they shall handle all legal 
matters of the Association under the direction of the Association or its General 

Board. 

By-Law VI SUPERINTENDENT OF MISSIONS 

Section 1: His selection shall be upon recommendation of the Executive Committee 
and on vote by the Association in its annual meeting or, between sessions of the 
Association, by its General Board. His time of office shall continue until term¬ 
inated by mutual consent or request of either party. He shall be a member of all 
committees and organizations of the Association in a serving and advisory capacity. 
Section 2: The Superintendent of Missions shall promote the work of the Associa¬ 
tion and Denomination, cooperating with the Churches, their pastors, and oificers, 
and the Associational committees and organizations. 

By-Law VII WRITTEN REPORTS 

Written reports to appear in the Annual Minutes shall not exceed 300 w'ords, 
except for History and Statistics. 

By-Law VIII AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to the By-Laws may be made at any session of the annual meeting 
by a majority of the messengers present and voting. 

By-Law IX DEFINE PROCEDURE 

Section 1: The business session of the Association shall be opened and closed with 
prayer. 
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Section 2: All officers shall complete their work as soon as practicable after the 
closing of the annual session. The newly elected officers shall assume, at the close 
of the annual session, all the duties incumbent upon said officers relating to the 
work of the ensuing Associational year. 

Section 3: Every report, resolution, or amendment offered to the Association 
shall be submitted in writing if requested by the Moderator. 

Section 4: No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject except by 
permission of the Association. 

By-Law X THE CONFESSION OF FAITH

PROCEEDINGS OF THE ONE HUNDRED EIGHTEENTH 

ANNUAL SESSION OF THE 
KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION

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ANNUITY BOARD REPORT 


Important Date for all New Members in Plan “A” 

The three-plan Southern Baptist Protection Program has one provision 
in Plan “A” that will affect all prospective new members soon; this provision 
is called “Delayed Participation,'’ commonly known as a “grace period.” The 
grace period provision will become effective on January 1, 1969. The pro¬ 
vision states that the grace date is established in one of three ways: (1) as of 
January 1, 1969; (2) on the member’s 26th birthday; or (3) one year from the 
date he first becomes eligible, whichever is the latter. This simply means that 
if a member joins Plan “A” of the Protection Program later than his grace 
date, the disability, widow, child, education and dependent parent benefits 
will be proportionately reduced. The reduction will be the ratio which such 
years of delay bear to the total years from the grace date to the normal re¬ 
tirement date. Therefore, it is important that all who are now eligible join 
the Program before January 1, 1969. 

Response to the new Program has been good. During 1967, 3,146 mem¬ 
bers joined some part of the three-plan Program. The plans in the Protection 
Program are: Plan “A,” formerly called the Southern Baptist Protection Plan, 
and the plan in which benefits were increased and new ones added; Plan “B,” 
the Age Security Plan; and Plan “C,” the Variable Benefit. 

Information about the Protection Program, including the “grace period” 
provision, may be obtained from the annuity secretary in your state at the 
Baptist Building, or from the Development Division, Annuity Board, SBC, 511 
North Akard Building, Dallas, Texas 75201. 

Annuitants Receive “13th” Check 

For the second consecutive year, all persons receiving a life benefit were 
mailed a “13th” check. Each check was for an amount equal to 12 per cent 
of his annual benefit. These checks were made possible because of interest 
earnings in excess of what the plans required. The trustees approved, two 
years ago, the issuance of the “13th” checks providing the Board realized 
such excess interest earnings. 

Dues on Total Salary Encouraged 

Inflation continues to affect the buying power of the dollar for every¬ 
one, including those who have retired. No sign of a leveling off period of 
the inflationary trend is indicated. The Protection Program is designed to 
help any church provide as much retirement income for the minister and 
staff as it desires. Many churches are moving to ten per cent dues on total 
salary, recommended as a minimum by the Annuity Board and state conven¬ 
tion secretaries. 

REPORT FOR 1967 

As of December 31, 1967, 1,202 new members had been issued certifi¬ 
cates in Plan “A” of the Protection Program. A total number of 174,000 
churches were providing the Program for their ministers. 

Of the 174 agencies in the state conventions and the Southern Baptist 
Convention, 145 were providing the Program. The total number of em¬ 
ployes covered in the agency programs was 7,140. 

Forty five churches are participating in this program plus the Associa¬ 
tion itself. This leaves twenty five churches and their pastors without the 
protection which the Board provides. We strongly urge these churches and 
pastors to consider joining this very worthy and needed plan.

Gardner-Webb College is well on the way in her 62nd year of service 
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to the Baptists of North Carolina. There are 1512 students enrolled for the 

1968- 1969 school year. The faculty, the administration, and the staff total 
125. Seven of these are on leave of absence working on their doctorates. 
There are 40 additional employees that make up the cafeteria and the mainten¬ 
ance forces. 

One of the highlights of this year’s accomplishments was the recruit¬ 
ment of 12 new doctorates for the faculty. They are at work with six doc¬ 
torates already at Gardner-Webb. Four new doctorates have signed for^the 

1969- 1970 school year. Gardner-Webb College is well on the way to the 30% 

doctorates required for a senior college. 

Much attention has been given to the library during the past year. 3*928 
new volumes have been added to the holdings during the past 12 months. 
Or. Stanley Benson. Former Head Librarian at Kentucky Southern College, 
came to Gardner-Webb College this past summer. He is working faithfully 
to bring the library up to the senior college accieditation standards. 

A campus beautification project is underway. A new entrance is being 
built. It will emphasize a simulated boiling springs and a tower of light 

symbolizing the Trinity and the praying hands. 

Should the Baptist State Convention approve, the senior colloge status 
for Gardner-Webb, a limited number of majors will be offered to meet the 
needs of an area where Community Junior Colleges aie gtowing rapidly. 
The trustees and the administration will start only those programs that can 

be financed adequately. _ , r . ,, A , 7 , 

This year Gardner-Webb College lost one of her fine trustees. Mi. Wade 

Short of Ellenboro died September 8, 1968. He had been a faithful member 

of the Board for several years. . „ , , nu . ..

1 his yeai tie 

college is sponsoring an area wide evangelistic thrust, September 15-22. The 
Billy Graham Evangelistic Association is participating in the Crusade. It is 
interracial and interdenominatonal. Dr. Grady Wlson is the preacher for 

lht Durn^the past year the Endowment Funds have increased $108,589 
through bequests, gifts and savings. The plant assets increased $712,580 At 
the present time the Gardner-Webb College Endowment Fund is valued at 

151 958 467 including an irrevocable trust. The physical plant is valued at 

S5 710013' As of June 30, 1968, Gardner-Webb College owed a debt of 
win non to the First Union National Bank of Charlotte, North Carolina. This 
is beiii° amortized at the rate of $5,000 per month, plus interest. Gardner- 
Webb has a construction loan in the amount of $612,000. No repayment 
schedule has been set up on this loan as of June 30, 1968. 

At the present time Gardner-Webb College needs an auditorium and 
a classroom building. Chapel services are divided into three sections. The 
present auditorium will seat only one third of the students.

WORLD MISSIONS REPORT — FOREIGN — HOME — STATE 

Standing on Mt. Olivet, just before his ascension, our Lord outlined for 
his disciples his program for the ages. He said, “You shall receive power 
when the Holy Spirit is come upon you; and you shall be My witnesses both 
in jerusalem (local and associational missions), and in all Judea (state mis^ 
sions) and Samaria (Home Missions), and unto the uttermost part of the earth 
(Foreign Missions). 

What are we Baptists doing about this program? 

1 hrough the Cooperative Program we help support over six thousand 
State .Home and Foreign missionaries. Last year over 66,000 people were 
baptized by these missionaries. An average of more than two new churches 
and missions were started every day during the year. 

We are helping train capable leaders for God in 1,140 foreign, home and 
stale Christian schools. There are more than 260,000 pupils attending these 
schools. 

Also, through the Cooperative Program we are helping support 65 Baptist 
Hospitals and 56 clinics in foreign countries and in the United States. More 
than 900,000 patients are treated annually. Eight thousand homeless children 
and 1,200 elderly people are provided a home, food clothing and other neces¬ 
sities of life in 55 orphanages and homes for the aging throughout the 
world. 

How do we finance Christ’s program? Through the Cooperative Pro¬ 
gram and special offerings. 

66.6 cents of each dollar given through the Cooperative Program remains 
in the State for Christian Education, Social Service, State Missions and Ad¬ 
ministration. This amounts annually to approximately $4,332,900. 33.4 

cents of each dollar given through the Cooperative Program goes to Southern 
Convention Causes. This amounts annually to approximately $2,167,100 from 
from our state. For the year 1968, our total budget is $6,500,000. Our goal 
however, is $6,750,000. 

The Southern Baptist Convention 1967 total mission gifts came to $ 45 ,- 
114,098. This figure includes all designated gifts as well as the money given 
through the Cooperative Program. From january-july of this year, 1968. 
our offerings for Southern Baptist Convention causes total $35,399,554. 

What about our needs? They are too numerous to mention in detail. 
They stagger the imagination. Stanley Jones has well said, “We must go 
deeper before we can go farther.” The giving, witnessing and dedication of 
those who “Stay” must equal the consecration of those who “Go.”

BAPTIST HOSPITAL REPORT 

This is a full year at our Baptist Hospital with more than thirty thousand 
sick people being given medical service and Christianity ministry, and more 
P 1fi =ooo visfts being made to the clinics of the hospital. In addition to 
t his more than 700 persons are receiving training in the various fields of 
medical care and Christian service, and a vast amount of medical research 
U being done in the causes and treatments of the diseases which afflict us 

flnd The Development Program, which is greatly to increase 

the Medical Center to train and to serve, is progressing on schedule. The 
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new power plant is scheduled to go into operation in Oct. The paramedical 
school building is due to be ready by next April. It will provide the best in 
teaching facilities and make it possible to double the capacity of our nine 
schools and to add new Schools. The Medical School addition is to be ready 
by September, 1969, and will allow that school to enlarge by 35%. Contracts 
are due to be let in October for the new patient building, which is to be 
completed in 1971. This building and the remodeling of the oldest part of 
the present plant will provide more than 200 new patient beds and greatly 
enlarged space and facilities for offices and for examinations and treatment 
of patients. 

The cost of this large Development Program is being provided by inter¬ 
ested individuals, corporations, foundations and government agencies, which 
recognize the valuable service our Medical Center is rendering and the urgent 
need for greatly enlarging these services. 

But this is a very difficult year financially, and our hospital has been 
forced to make important changes in its financial policies. In the face of the 
mounting costs and the increasing needs of our people, the hospital has been 
struggling with a growing deficit. We have been told this for several years 
but the gap has continued to increase between the cost of free service and 
the money we have provided for this service. The amount of the free service 
iow will have to be governed by the amount of the Mothers Day Pund. 
\ patient’s hospital bill will be estimated in advance, any available hospital 
insurance will be deducted, and the balance must be paid before the patient 
is admitted unless he is certified by his county welfare department or some 
other agency. Any balance beyond the estimated bill must be paid before 
the patient is discharged. In case of an emergency, the patient may be ad¬ 
mitted but the hospital bill must be paid as soon as possible after admission. 
The Mother’s Day Fund will be used, as it has been, to pay the difference 
between the amount paid by the certifying agency and the total cost of car¬ 
ing for the patient. 

The great concern at our Baptist Hospital is for these patients who must 
have financial assistance if they are to get the specialized care they need. 
But the hospiu'. has come to the point that it cannot continue to operate 
without the money necessary to cover the cost. In view of the circumstances, 
we believe thi great majority of our pastors and our people will understand 
these changes and give their full cooperation. The Mother’s Day Offering 
will need to be increased greatly if our hospital is to fulfill its mission to our 
people who must need it. We want to assure our hospital that it can de¬ 
pend upon on us in full measure.

BAPTIST CHILDREN’S HOMES OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 

1968 

North Carolina Baptists and other friends of the Children’s Homes are 
making possible a Christian way of life for hundreds of boys and girls who 
otherwise would be denied many of life’s best opportunities. More than 
1300 children were assisted in some type of service during the past year. 

All associated with the Children’s Homes are deeply grateful for every 
type of support. Co-operative Program income through the churches in¬ 
creasingly important. Last year’s Thanksgiving offering is the largest ever— 
now approaching $325,000. Special gifts, bequests through wills and estate 
planning provide much needed income and wonderful opportunities to invest 
in the lives of children and young people. 

Encouraging progress is being made in the capital funds campaign to 
build a home for children in Western North Carolina to be located in Hay¬ 
wood County between Waynesville and Clyde. It is hoped that construction 
can begin in early 1969. The Western Home, in addition to providing group 
care, will strengthen all types of services now being provided children and 
their families in the Western area. 
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Four family style cottages have been constructed and dedicated during 
the past year—two at Mills Home and two at Kennedy Home. Two addi¬ 
tional cottages will be constructed at Mills Home during the coming yead. 
Funds for these buildings have come from bequests through estate planning 
bv friends of neglected and dependent children. 

The number of good Christian homes for the care of foster children is 
growing. More are needed in all sections of the state. Foster homes serve 
children of all ages and are particularly helpful for some who have special 
needs. Couples with or without children of their own, who have an abund¬ 
ance of love, find this to be a challenging and rewarding opportunity for 
Christian service. 

Members of the Board of Trustees and members of the staff of the 
Homes are dedicated to a program of child care-that will merit the undivided 
loyalty and support of our people and that will be worthy the blessings of 
our Lord. We covenant with you to face the future as we have in the past: 
to offer Christian nurture to children in distress in the name of Christ our 
Savior and Lord.

NORTH CAROLINA BAPTIST HOMES FOR 

THE AGING REPORT 

The past year in your Baptist Homes for the Aging has been one of the 
most eventful in the history of the Homes. Of primary significance was the 
opening of the Yanceyville Home on November 1, 1967, and dedicatory ser¬ 
vices on April 25, 1968, with Governor Dan K. Moore as the principal 
speaker. 

When the Yanceyville Home, accommodating 31 residents, is filled to 
capacity, the number living in all of our Homes will reach 200. Residents 
at Yanceyville, Resthaven, the Albemarle Home, the Hayes Home, the Ham¬ 
ilton Home and the Infirmary constitute a large and ever-growing family of 
elderly people who receive compassionate and tender care." 

The waiting list for admissions to one of our five Homes continues to 
grow, but has been revised and is a bit more realistic than ever before. The 
opening of the Yanceyville Home has relieved the pressure greatly on this 
waiting list, and persons are encouraged to make application from the various 
sections of our great State. 

Baptists of North Carolina can be grateful for their record in ministering 
to the iesidents in their five Homes for the Aging. Recent reports reveal 
that our Baptist Homes for the Aging are giving more financial assistance to 
their needy aging than any other denominational Home in North Carolina. 
About 85% of the residents ministered unto receive assistance through the 
love gifts of North Carolina Baptists. These love gifts from our Baptist 
church come from two main sources: (1) The Special Day Offering, received 
on the 3rd Sunday of February each year, from which the Homes derive 
22 1 / 2 % of their total support; (2) The Cooperative Program from which we 
receive 12 r/ 2 % of total income. Gifts for 1967 through these two sources 
were at an all time high and amounted to around $200,000.00. The 1968 
Special Day Offering, at this time, is reflecting an encouraging increase. 
Unless these two vital sources of income are increased considerably, your 
Baptist Homes cannot be maintained, either on the basis of quality of care 
or quantity. 

More than in any previous years the ministry of the Homes has been 
extended beyond the day to day care of the residents to our local churches 
and com5minities. Experiences have been shared in more than on Associa- 
and communities. Experiences have been shared in more than one Associa- 
classes in Family Living, etc. 

Life among the residents in the Homes is the most interesting, and if 
one wonders about activity among those whose average age is 80, let him 
come and see. Let everyone who is contributing to this great area of human 
need be grateful to the Lord to be a part of a great denomination that has 
had the vision to plan for the aging, and is moving forward in meeting the 
needs of this very deserving group.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 

Christian Literature is first, Christ-centered, and secondly, Bible-centered. 
The Bible may be summed up in these words: “Man’s ruin, and God’s re¬ 
demption!” Christian Literature may address itself primarily to the New 
Testament message of Jesus Christ as we find that message incorporated in 
the Four Gospels. But more—fully explained by the writings of the Apostles. 
The Apostle Paul is credited with thirteen books of the New Testament. The 
fact is conceded that Paul wrote all of the Church Epistles. 

Baptists have always contended for the authority of the Bible, in their 
teachings and practice. To this end Baptists have produced scores of valuable 
books, magazines, pamphlets, and other Christian materials. The Baptist 
Sunday School Board, located at Nashville, Tenn., through its editorial staff 
and printing presses furnish the Churches of the Southern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion most of their Sunday School and Training Union teaching materials 
at a price any of the churches can pay. A significant purpose of Baptist 
Literature is to assist the Convention Churches to promote the total program 
of Southern Baptists. North Carolina Baptists are most fortunate to have two 
excellent weekly news papers: The Biblical Recorder, and The Charity and 
Children. 

Perhaps the American Bible Society of New York, N. Y. distributes more 
Bibles, and portions of the Scriptures than any other Bible Society in 
America. Southern Baptists are one of the their largest contributors. 

The objective for Christian Literature is designed to build character, 
promote growth, and develop the Christian Society in service. The first 
unit is the home, for Christian training; supplemented by the local churches, 
and fortified by our Christian colleges. These three Institutions working to¬ 
gether offers our children and adults as well, Christian development for 
life’s highest, and most effective service.

1968 REPORT OF THE BIBLICAL RECORDER TO 

THE ASSOCIATIONS 

This is a period in history when some church publications are struggling 
to exist. Smaller circulation, rising cost of publication, mergers, and other 
factors are creating hardships for many publications. 
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Your BIBLICAL RECORDER is not immune from some of these prob- 
ems,. but there is a brighter side to its ministry. In January, the RECORDER 
had its 135th birthday so this indicates it is durable and hardy. While 
circulation did not set any new records in the past year, a healthy gain was 
noted. Inflation, accompanied by increased printing costs, caused the 
RECORDER to have to buckle its belt, but necessary economy steps were 
well-accepted by our Baptist people. One of these was to let the churches 
pay the state sales tax, thus saving the RECORDER nearly $5,000 a year. 

Theie is every indication that the RECORDER is continuing to be read 

closely. Letters to the editor reflect this growing interest on the part of 

"re^ 6 ntr* S ^ iea ^y and is one of the strong points of Baptist democracy. 

he RECORDER runs well over 200 letters a year, many ol them expressing 
strong feelings on a variety of subjects. Baptists are individualists and since 
this is part of our heritage, the RECORDER is glad to receive letters on the 
issues facing Christians today. There must be dialogue among Baptists and 
the RECORDER is glad to serve our denomination in this capacity. 

The tragedy is that more of our Baptist people don’t get the RECORD- 

RR* Although hundreds of churches send it to every home, there are too 
many chuiches that do not have it in the budget. Frequently the interest 
and hard work of one person can mean the difference. Try it and see. 

The RECORDER staff rededicates itself to the job of getting out the 
best paper possible in these day of serious upheaval. Speaking the truth in 
love is the goal of the RECORDER at all times. The support of all Baptists 
is needed in carrying out this objective..
